Foz neither of 
onely heat againſt nature, neither of beat 
obtained accozding to nature is ſuppura⸗ 
tion oz Pusengendzed, But the heate of 
the inflãmation is ( after a certaine mans 
ner)mixteofthem both, whiche wbile ſt it 
gathereth to ſuppuration,moueth great 
paine, and by the beat aboue nature of the 
inflamed part, feuers oftentimes arc rat» 
ſed,and that by extreeme beating 5 barte.

will ſhewe in fewe woozdes what Virus, 


Virulentia, and Sordes are amongeſt the 
Chirurgians. Virus oz Virulentia, is a 
lubtile ſuperfluitie begotten of abundace 
of watrie humozs, which (ſaieth Guydo) 
is of twoo ſoztes, hote and colde , whea⸗ 
like oꝛ ruddie. But Sordes is a certaine 
ſuperfluitie moze thicke, engendzed of hu⸗ 
mo2s hauing a thicker ſubſtaunce, which 
truly is of thzee ſoꝛtes, foꝛ ſome is thicke, 
vnequall, beaped, and white, & ſome black 

and like dꝛegges mixt with aſhes, 
Furthermoꝛe, that which they cal V1- 
rus, Galene calleth it in Greke 1x47, in las 
tine Sanies. But to ſaye at one wooꝛde Sa- 
nies 02 Virus, is that thinne excrement in 
vlcers which cotinually moiſtneth them, 
euen as Sordes thickneth the, whiche pꝛo⸗ 
cureth the vicer named Rhyparon, that 
is Sordidum. Fo; euen asj(Galen faith) 
the ex⸗ 
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the excrementes whether they bee thicke 

o2 thinne , doe followe every mutation of 

the qualitie of the nourilhement , So is 

there wont to be a double kinde of excre⸗ 

ment, and that chiefly in hollowe vlcers: 

that is to ſaye a thinner, called in Latine 

Sanies, in Greke IM, and a thicker alſo 

named Sordes. Df the thinne excrement, 

theviceris made moiſte, and ofthe groſs 

ſer,filchie » whereof it commeth, that the 

ſapde vlcer nedeth twoo ſoztes of medi⸗ 

cines, viʒ. to dꝛie that which is moiſt, and 

to munditie the filthie, but theſe thinges 

doe belonge to an other contemplation, 

But Pus doth choſe (as it were)a middle pus eſt me 

ſubſtaunce betweene thicke and thinne, e⸗ dium inter 

ſpecially if it be that which is good. Foz fem 

that is beſt (ſaith Hippocrates ) which is 

white, ligbt, equall, and without notſome Boni ac 

ſauour. And that is euill (ſapetb Celſus ) mali puris 

whiche is thinne, watriſhe (eſpeciallp if it 

be ſo krom the beginning) alſo ik þ coloure 

be like wbay, pale, pellowe, oz like dꝛegs, 

and beſides that, if it ſmell euill.

That Sa- 
nies is euill which is muche in quantitie,

Whiche 
thing is ofno ſmall weight, and the Chis 
rurgian thereby may laudably be won⸗ 
dꝛed at and atioyde cauillouſe ſlaunders. 
And this ſaide , ſhall ſuffice as touchinge 
Pus, Sanies, and Sordes , Mowe it reſteth 
that we ſpeake of the ſignes of vicers, and

taken awape, and the Cicatrice made hol⸗ 
lowe , What Ulcers ſoeuer (ſapthe Ga- 
lene(in his Cõmentarie vpon this Apho⸗ 
B iiit riſme) 
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riſme)are of long continuance , oz hauing 
no Cicatrice by any meanes comming,o2 
once recetued,bzeaketh againe, and pet no⸗ 
thing lefte in the curation that ought to 
bee taken awape; it ſignifieth Cacoethes, 
whiche is a certaine malignitie, hard to 
receiue curatiõ. And p chaunceth thzough 
the Fluxe of vitious humours,oz thzough 
euill diſpolition of humoꝛs of long tyme 
gathered, and conteined in the member, 
oz els ſome affecte 02 cozruption of the 
bone in that member. (Auicen ſaith) that 
what Ulcer ſoeuer, after it be filled with 
Fleéſhe and a Cicatrice enduced, if it ſo⸗ 
dainly bꝛeake fourth againe, it is in dauns 
ger to degenerate into a Fiſtula, and Ul- 
cers that be hard, blacke, oꝛ greeniſhe, are 
euill: toꝛ in ſuche there is extinction of 5 
naturall beate inthe Alcered part. Colde 
Ulcers(ſaith Arabs) are knowen by ſoft- 
nes and whytenes. 

But the hote Ulcers decline to a red» 
nes, and are eaſed by cold Medicines, and 
are diſcerned by feeling. Therfoze, euery 
one are knowen, partly by colour, partly 
by touching, and partly (ſaith Galene) by 
the ſenle of the pacient. Dome ſape they 
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feele a burning, others, a manifeſt cold in 
the part, and doe take pleaſure in hoate oz 
colde Pedicines. gc. Dꝛie and moiſte Ul» 
ters, alſo haue their pzopze Signes, and 
know? chiefly by feeling. Foz feelfg doth

Of the curing of VIcers in 
generall. 


N the curatid of Ulcers, there are two 
thinges to bee conſidered and pꝛopoun⸗ 
ded bnto vs, that is, the contemplation of 
the Ulcer it ſelfe , by what meanes it is 
an Ulcer, with conſtderation ofthe cauſe 
of the Ulcer,ofthe Acctoentes,and euerp 
diſpolition therein coteined, as alſo what 
parte here oz there it occupieth.Fo2 euery 
Ulcer (as we haue ſaide befoze) either is 
alone aud by him lelfe (that is, bauing no 
other affect, neither conuerſaunt with it, 
neither going afoze, noz following it) oz 
els is ioyned with one o2 moe, of whiche 
ſome haue not onely ſtirred vp the Ulcer 
fro the beginning, but alſo do now make 
it greater. Others be of p ſoꝛte, without 
the which it can not obtatne the reaſon of 
the ſcope ot curation. But euerp Ulcer,fn

dication ofthe cure (euẽ as Galeneſaith) 
the way ol healing Ulcers,ts by a meane 
dꝛping: 
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dying: this indication alſo is common to 
woundes; it (at leaſt they be woũdes) that 
is, receiued of ſome tripe . This onely is 
their difference, this nedeth lelle: and the 
other ( thzough the great humiditie) re⸗ 
quireth greater deſiccation: If the Ulcer 
be ioyned with any other affect, curation 
= ought not to be applied to the Ulcer , but 
* firſt to cure the affect, #laſtly the Ulcer. 
Foz whether Phlegmon, Eriſepelas, oz 5 
tumoꝛ called Oedema, 02 blackenes, oz 
Ecchimoſis, do beſiege the Ulcered part, 
the cure muſt be gentle. But ik there be 
ſome ſtrong intemperature ( whiche is 
wont to bzinge weakenes to the affected 
part) and be ioyned to the Ulcered fleſhe, 
then, that is firſt to be cured . And when 
thou haſt cured the intemperature, akter⸗ 
warde tbou ſhalt eaſely heale the affecte, 
So muſt we firſt helpe the tumoꝛs called 
2 Varices, whiche arc ofte aboue the Ulce⸗ 
ted place, and then tocurethe Ulcer. But 
none of theſe curations (ſaieth Galene / is 
ok the Ulcer it ſelfe, but of ſome other af» 
kect, whiche either maketh the Ulcer oz 
| nouriſheth it. Furthermoze, Galene affir- 
= meth that in taking away the diſpoſitions 
> coutats 
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cotained in Ulcers, there are two thingy 
to be conſidered: that is to ſape, either vt 
terly co take awape ſuche like affectes it 
the body, oz els to deſtrope that which . 
therein vnpꝛoſitably conteined. But this 
he meaneth to be done where affect is lit 
tle and plapne, foʒ wbere it is great, it cu 
not be bꝛought to a Cicatrice befoze, til 
the other affectes haue temedie, Ok ſuch 
like Ulcers therfoze as arc topned with 
other affectes oz diſpoſitions , there be 
foure parciculer wapes of curation.
